5. The Dtinity to the Squadron Cowaander for Political Affairs (ZaaestiteX Xoiaandira 
Eckadrilt Ho Folitiche* Koi Chasti) is a lieutenant or captain. £s is adsiaistra- 
lively subordinate to the Squadron Comander «*nd operatic oally responsible to 
Deputy Begimn tal Ccttaan&sr of Political Affairs, Yot all political indoctrination 
and training within the Squ/adroo. He heads the Komsomol and Party vorfc within the 
squadron. This officer usually ha* *hn additional duty of Sfeturwan in one of ths 
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flights . He is appointed to till.* position by the Regimental Commander and may fly in any 
aircraft of the squadron that lie chooses. Since he holds fc-vc positions, that of Siiturman 
and Squadron Political Officer,, he received additional money. 

The two Secretaries of the Komsomol and Party Organization (Sekretarl Komsomol -Skoi I 
Partinol Organizatsu) are men elected annually from the personnel of the squadron. Unlike 
the Political Officer, the men holding these additional duties do not receive extra pay for 
their work. They are directly subordinate to the Deputy Squadron Commander for Political 
Affairs . 


The Chief of Communications (NachaJiUk Svyazi) is a Junior lieutenant or lieutenant. He Is 
administratively subordinate to the Squadron Commander and operationally responsible to the 
Chief of Communications of the Regiment. He supervises the ten radio/ gunners within the 
squadron and flics wit h the Squadron Commander in the 1st Flight. Although he is caULed 
Chief of Communications, he had. nothing whatsoever to do with the technical aspect of com- 
munications within the- Squadron. 

The Squadron Shtunaan (Sh* unman Eskadrili) is a senior lieutenant or captain. He is adminis- 
tratively subordinate to the Squadron Commander, and operationally responsible to the Squadron 
Commander and Regimental. Shturman fot the training of all squadron Shturman. 

Tlie Senior Squadron Technical Officer -Starshu Tekhnik Eskadrlli) a senior lieutenant or 
captain is responsible to the Squadron Commander for readiness of squadron aircraft. He 
controls all technical work of the aircraft of the Squadron. 

The Technical Officer for Armament; (Tekhnik Po Vooruzhenlyu) is a lieutenant or senior 
lieutenant, vho is administratively subordinate to the Commander and operationally responsible 
to the Senior Squadron Technical Officer and Regimental Armament Officer for all armament 
matters within the squadron. 

The Technical Officer for Special Equipment (Radio & Electric) (Tekhnik Po Electro -Spets 
OhorudLovaniyu) is a senior lieutenant or captain. He is administratively subordinate to the 
Squadron Commander and operationally responsible to the Senior Squadron Technical Officer, 
and the Regimental Engineer for Special Equipment. 

The Technical Officer for Radio (Tekhnik no Radio') a lieutenant or senior lieutenant Is direct- 
ly responsible to the squadron technical Of lie or for Special Equipment, for all radio equipment 
of the squadron. 

The Commander of the 1st Flight (Komandlr Pervogo Zvena) is a lieutenant or senior lieutenant.. 
The Deputy of the Squadron Commander for Flying Matters is the Commander of the let Flight. 

The Squadron Commander also flies with the first flight. 

The Commander of the 2nd Flight UCoiuand.ir Vtoroogo Zvena) is a lieutenant or senior lieutenant. 

The Commander of the 3rd Flight (Koinandir Tret-ego Zvena) is a lieutenant or senior lieutenant. 

In addition to the above officers each flight within the squadron has a Senior Technical 
Officer, plus a ‘Technical Officer for each aircraft within the flight.
